Missionary Meeting. 

The Rev. Mr. Abbot spent the last Sabbath with 
the Baptist charches in this city. He attended the 
North Biptist church in the morning, where he ad- 
dressed the congregation for a few minutes, In 
th: afternoon and evening he was with the Soath 
chirch. A union meeting was held in the evening, 
when Mr. A. delivered an interesting address to the 
two churches. 

He commenced by remarking that the times pre- 
sent a very different aspect now from what they 
did thirty yearsago. The promises of God had 
been fulfilled to his people in the salvation of thou- 
gands who at that time were sunk in the lowest 
depths of heathenism. On the 19th of June, 1819, 
Dr. Judson, after seven years labor and toil, admin- 
istered, at Maulmain, for the first time, the Lord’s 
Supper to a native convert. Since that day that 
little church, consisting of Dr. J's. family and one 
convert, has become a hundred ; and the converts 
have increased to ten thonsand. The Bible has | 
been translated into several languages ; a Theolog- 
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ene 


fied to the steadfastness of their faith and the con- 
solation it afforded them in the hour of death. 

The health of Bro. Abbot was now rapidly de- 
clining ; his voice began to fail ; and his physicians: 
supposed him to be dying of consunrption. A voy- 
age to sea was recommended as the only remedy 
that would be of any service. Before teaving he 
sent for the native preachers who were scattered 
over the wilds which he had visited, to meet him,as 
he supposed for the last time, on the sea shore.— 
Thirty of them came and built a small house in 
which they might hold the interview. The voice 
of the missionary was so far lost as to compel him 
to speak in a whisper ; and yet he wenton for six 
hours in a day, hearing them relate their difficu'- 
ties, and in imparting such advice as they most 
needed. In this way he continued for fifteen days, 
notwithstanding the remonstrances of his wife,who 
supposed every day would be his last. But a kind 
Providence permitted him to say all he wished.—

It professes the skill to weld together the 
most discordant and heterogenous elements of the 
different religious denominations, which, (like the 
gold, the brass, the iron and the clay in Nebuchad- 
nezzar’s image,) exist and refuse to amalgamate by 
any other process, and to form a chain which shall 
bind them all together. Thus they are all to be 
united in one fraternity. This is certainly wonder-

But 
the purr leads the person to swallow the pill, and 
regard it as the “grand catholicon” for all the dif- 
ferent religious systems. No matter which church 
you join, provided it holds to open communion. 
That is to say, you may unite with any church 
without regard to its doctrines or practice, and it 
will be all the same in the efid. 

Such is the language given to the enquirer after 
truth and duty, by these open communicants, if 
their preaching is like their practice. The truth, 
however, is, that open communion is untempered 
mortar. It is impossible to act consistent with it, 
and maintain any definile system of faith and prac- 
tice. H. E.

ary Society, and the American Board of Foreign 
Missions, have each passed resolutions allowing 
their missionaries on the coast of Africa to return 
once in four years. In accordance with such rule, 
adopted to preserve the healti and prolong the lives 
of the missionaries there, Mr. Wilson is now on a 
visit to this country. 

It is a painful fact (he says) that the tribes on 
the western coast are gradually disappearing ; and 
it is still more painful, as well as undeniably true, 
toreflect that the means of their destruction have 
been furnised by our own and other Christian na- 
tions! The great day of account will reveal, it 
may be, that the number of the victims of inlemper- 
nee in Africa greatly exceeds those of the slave 
trade. The intervention of missionary influence 
alone, it is believed, will avert these calamities. 


There are a great many rumors by every arrival 
from Europe respecting the movements of the new 
Pope. One of the latest is from the Augsburg Ga- 
zette, of July 7,which publishes a letter from Rome 
of the 29th ult., containing a variety of strange re. 
ports. It was said that the Pope inteuned to abdi- 
cate, and that he had sent for his brother, Count 
Mastai of Sinigaglia, to consul: him on the subject. 
The Liberals assembled on that day to draw up a 
petition to his Holiness, in which they set forth the 
reforms he could achieve without compromising his 
apostolical dignity. 

Another rumor mentions a plan which he has en- 
tered into, which, when fully ‘developed will be of 
a character to astonish all Europe, It has forits 
object the return to the papal head,of a great num- 
ber of dissenters from that rule. The Courier des 
Etats Unis says ; “We should not be surprised if 
contemplated the re-union of the Greek and Roman 
churches. A problem, the solution of which has 
for whole centuries troubled so many popes and 
councils.” 

Tue Cotteces.—We have no desire to prolong 
the unpleasant controversy which has recently aris- 
en in consequence of certain transactions of the 
faculty of Columbian College. In our last it was 
intimated that President Bacon had placed himself 
in an unpleasant position by giving to the expelled 
student a certificate of good moral character, and 
in a subsequent letter to President Sheldon of say 
ing that his conduct was such as to exclude him 
from any well regulated family in the land. The
